Hungary in 1956. : 

Secondly, through-the escape 
hatch of West Berlin, the essen- 
tiat technicians of the East 
German state have been flow- 
ing. steadily into the West to 
undermine the state’s whole 
administrative apparatus: 
When, for example, East Ger- 
many must import doctors 
from Czechoslovakia it is ob 
viously in a bad way.
